Chinese Problems Discussed. 

Victoria, B C, April 2.— Dr. W. A. P. 

Martin, who a month ago resign! • 
prijiclpalship of the Imperial 
college at Peking, and has since been 
offe-red a similaj- position with the Chi- 
nese university at Wu Chang, arrived 
by the steamer Empress of Japan. Dr. 
Martin was in Peking during the siege 
and says there has been many i hanges 
since then. China has completed a 
treaty with the foreign powers and all 
is quiet now, he said, but how long it 
will remain a placid country no one 
can say. The rciont treaty of Great 
Britain and Japan guaj-antees peace 
for a time only, for there is a feeling 
tending to the diaentragation ot the 
country among the powers, among 
whom Great Britain. Japan and the 
United States are for the maintenance 
o< the integrity of China, but Russia. 
France and. others are for slicing up 
the kingdom. Regarding the Maachur- 
ian queetion, Russia did not get the 
special concessions favored by the 
treaty made by Li Hun« Chang Kven 
to the hour before his death, when the 
Chinese statesman waa all but uncon- 
Bcloua. M. Lessar waa working with 
him to have him place his signature to 
the treat >' by which rtussia would have 
secured all vbe wanted. 



Postmaster Killed an Asssllsnt. 

Washintton. April 2. — Details of the 
killing of a man named Soarles by 
Postmaster Ouyer of Ciayton, N. M.. 
have been recalvad by th* postoaster 
fsnemh In a letter written by the 
postmaster h« d©( lared that Searles 
came into bis ofh<« on March 26 and 
asked for 10 cents Kxtrth of etamps. 
Th* postmaster waa ataading at the 
d*liv*ry window at the tte* and aa he 
reached for tbe stamps Searles. he 
says, op«n«d Are on blm and ecnptled 
his revolver. 1 he postmaster says hw 
immediately took up a revolver near- 
by and returned tha tra, with th* re- 
sult thai Baariaa la dead. Th* post 
master declares Searles nev«r sadd a 
word to him b«yond asking for the 
stampe and that he is entirely ignorant 
of hla object in aadaavarlng ta km 
him.

The Endowment Rank of the Knights 
of Pythias is again on a sound footing. 

Good judgment and keen business man- 
agement brought this about. Last sum- 
mer when the deficit and the unpaid 
claims to June Ist, 1901, amounted to 
$559,500, the prospects were not so rosy. 
The story of the deficit is too well known 
to men in all commercial walks of life to 
repeat The crash that entangled John 
A. Hinsey and Henry B. Stolte was one 
that would well nigh shake any insur- 
ance order, but the Endowment Bank to* 
day is on the high road to prosperity and 
in a month or two more there will not be 
left the vestige of the deficit that reached 
ofor the half million mark but a few 
months ago. 

The deficit of last June was reduced by 
January 1 of the curreni year to $68,- 
702.74, and by February 28 to $40,000. 
By the first of May it will undoubtedly 
be wiped out This is commendable on 
the part of the ofHcers of the Knights of 
Pythias and the Board of Control of the 
Endowment Rank, and illustratea what 
determination and business judgment 
will do under trying circumstances. 

In a special report compiled for Hon. 
Henry Yates of the insnranoe depart- 
ment of Illinois, the examiners state 
that after September 1 of last year they 
lind the books inexcellent order. Under 
the table now in vogue the present mem- 
bership will increase the annual contri- 
butions wonderfully. This will amount 
to about $1,815,000 to the mortuary fund 
and about tiiOOiOOO to the expense fund. 
Resides caring for current death losses it 
will provide something toward a reserve 
fund.
